Senator Bacon Says the Agreement 
Should Be Submitted to 
the Senate. 


Washington, December 7.—The indica- 
tions are that the Japanese-American 
entente, designed to protect the territo- 
rial integrity of China, will be the sub- 
ject of a great deal of debate in execu- 
tive sessions of the senate during the 
present session. The fact that such an 
agreement nas been entered fnto through 
diplomatic exchanges between Japan and 
the Tnited States without the formality 
of a treaty is not acceptable to demo- 
cratic léaders. As a result they pro- 
pose to institute an inquiry to determine 
the exact form of the understanding 
between the two countries, with a view 
to showing. if possible, that the agree- 
ment, in fact. is a treaty. 

Sdon after the entente was made pub- 
lic. Senator Bacon, the ranking demo- 
cratic member of the committee on for- 
eign relations, in an interview declared 
that the agreement, whatever its form, 
must have the sanction of the senate in 
order to be of binding force. 

Discussing this question today, Sena- 
tor Bacon said he still held to that view, 
but that he did not purpose taking any 
action until he was -.convinced that 
Frresident Roosevelt did not intend to 
transmit the agreement to the senate 
for ratification. Senator Culberson, the 
minority leader, has requested several 
dawyers of the senate to give the sub- 
ject their attention, 

Tf a controversy should be raised in 
the senate over the question as to 
whether tae president and the secretary 
of state were nop aig constitutional 
powers of the senate, is likely that 
disposition of the question would be 
postponed until after the adjournment 
of the present session.

The fear that in some way or other ® 
social equality between the races shall 
be enforced ‘by law or brought about 
by political measures, really has no 
foundation, except in the imagination 
of those who fear such a result.

‘In the fiveat place, it is now nearly 
forty years since the south acquired its 
political solidarity, and the intensity of 
feeling by which it was maintained, and 
the ostracism and social prescription im- 
posed on those white southerners who 
did not sympathize with the necessity 
for such solidarity could not but make 
lasting impression and create a perma- 
nent bias that would naturally outlast 
the reason for its original existence.” 


Marvelous Growth of South, 


Mr. Taft referred to the trials of the 
reconstruction period, which accentuated 
the greater trials of the past, and the 
slow return of prosperity to the south 
following the civil strife, as further 
agencies that helped to keep alive the 
feeling engendered by that controversy, 
and continued:

“Again, the democratic party has not 
preserved inviolate its traditional doc- 
trines as to states’ rights and other is- 
sues and has for the time adopted new 
doctrines of possibly doubtful economic 
truth and wisdem. Southern men ad- 
hering to the party and the name find 
themselves, through the influence of 
tradition and the fear of restoration of 
conditions which are now impossible, 
supporting a platform and a candidate 
whose politica! and economic theories 
they distrust. 

“Now, lam not one of those who are 
disposed to criticize or emphasize the 
inconsistency of the position in which 
these gentlemen find themselves. I can 
readily understand the weight and in- 
ertia of the tradition and social 
siderations that make them hesitate. I 
telieve that the movement away from 
political solidity has started and ought 
to be encouraged, and I think one way 
to encourage it is to have the south 
understand that the attitude of the 
ncrth and the republican party toward 
it is not one of hostility or criticism or 
opposition, political or otherwise: that 
they believe in the maintenance of the 
fifteenth amendment, but that, as al- 
rcady explained, they do not deem that 
amendment to be inconsistent with the 
scuth’s obtaining and maintaining what 
it regards as its political safety from 
dcmination of an ignorant electorate; 
that the north yearns for closer asso- 
ciation. with the south; that its cift!- 
zens deprecate that reserve on the sub- 
ject of politics, which so long has been 
maintained in the otherwise delightful 
social relation between southerners 
and northerners as they are more and 
more frequently thrown together. 


A Delicate Situation. 


“In welcoming to a change of party 
affiliation many southerners who have 
been democrats we are tbrougint face to 
face with a delicate situation which we 
can only meet with frankness and jus- 
tice. In pur anxiety to bring the demo- 
cratic sdutherner into new political re- 
lations we should have and can have no 
desire to pass by or ignore the compara- 
tively few white southerners who from 
principle have consistently stood for our 
views in 
social ostracism and a loss of all pres- 
tige. Nor can we sympathize with an 
effort to exclude from the support of 
republicanism in the south or to read 
out of the party those colored voters 
who, by their education and tprift, have 
made themselves eligible to eXercise the 
electoral franchise. 

“We believe tnat the solution of the 
rage question in the south is largely a 
matter of industrial and thorougn educa- 
tion. Some southerners who have given 
expreesion to their thoughts seem to 
think that the only solution of the negro 
question is nis migration to Africa, but 
to me such a proposition is utterly fatu- 
ous. The negro is essential to the south 
in order that it may have proper labor. 
Their ancestors were brought here 
against their will; they have no country 
but this. They know no flag but ours. 
Taney wish to live under it and are will- 
ing to die for it. They are Americans. 
The proposition to increase the supply 
of labor in tHe south by emigration 
from Burope, it seems to me, instead of 
being inimical -to the cause of the ne- 
gro will aid him. As the industries of 
the south continue to grow in the mar- 
velous ratio already shown, the demand 
for labor must increase. 


Education in the South. 


“Primary and industrial education 
for the masses, higher education for 
the leaders of the negro race, for their 
professional men, their clergymen, 
their physicians, their lawyers and 
their teachers, will make up a system 
under which their improvement, which 
statistics show to have been most note- 
worthy in the last forty years, will 
continue at the game rate. 

“On the whole, then, the best public 
opinion of the north and the best pub. 
lic opinion of the south seems to be 
coming together in respect to all the 
economic and political questions grow- 
ing out of present race conditions.

Coal Fields to Deep 
Water. 


Columbia, S. C., December 7.—(Special.) 
Application for a charter by the Caro- 
lina, Clinchfield and Ohio road hag been 
made to the secretary of state. This is 
the line running from the coal fields of 
Virginia to some point fn South Caro- 
lina, presumably Charleston. but in the 
application for incorporation the route 
is not stated. It is. however, stated that 
Spartanburg is a terminal. The capital 
stock placed at $30,000,000, and tne 
application is signed by William H. 
Liles, of this city; George L. Carter, 
of Johnson City, Tenn.: A. A. Phiegan, 
of Bristol® Tenn. The charter also states 
that the iine is chartered in Virginia and 
that 108 miles have been built. 

According to present plans. Spartan- 
burg will be a terminal and another ter- 
minal is a point near Island Ford ferry. 
Of the line, 108 miles have ajready been 
constructed and fhe total length is 244 
miles. The plans far call for at 
least 20 miles in Bouth Carolina. The 
head office is St. Paul, Va., and the line 
at present ‘begins in Kussell county, that 
state. The fee for the charter filed wita 
the secretary of state is at least $3,000. 

The application for this charter is of 
considerable importance to the entire 
State. it Is Known almost officially that 
the Carolina, Clinchfield and Ohfo line’hag 
as terminal plans the port of Charles- 
ton, provided arrangements can be made 
With that city. The recent banquet in 
Spartanburg at which railroad officials 
connected with that and other lines were 
present attracted attention all over the 
State and since then it has been regard- 
ed as a certainty that Columbia will 
be one of tne important feeding points 
on the line, and, in fact, it is believed 
toat headquarters for some of the offi- 
cials will be established here.

Eastern and American Leageus 
Before National Commission, 


——— 


Bolting Leagues Request ‘That They 
Be Permitted to Manage Their 
A@airs Through a Separate 
Organisation — Text of 
Demands Submitted. 


New York, December 7.—Baseball 
was played here today with much avid- 
ity—not the kind that thrills the spec- 
tators, but the chamber sessions that 
formulate rules and disentangle snarls 
in the skein of management. 

The chief events were meetings of the 
national baseball commission and of 
represehtatives of the Eastern League 
and the American Associgtion, which 
bolted the recent Chicago @neeting, and 
the presentation by the latter to the 
national commissjon of demands, which, 
if granted, they declare will make for 
the betterment of the game. 

Higher Classification. 


It has been anticipated all aiong that 
the dissentients of the Chicago meeting 
would demand higher classification and 
a modification of the rules covering the 
drafting of players, and these things 
they did demand. But they went fur- 
ther and requested that they be per- 
mitted to conduct their affairs as,a sep- 
arate organization, though under “such 
restrictions, rules and» regulations as 
the national commission shall from 
time to time adopt.” 

Harry Pulliam, president of the Na- 
tiona! League; Ban Johnson, president 
of the American League, and Garry 
Herrman, chairman, constituting the 
national commission, heard the de- 
mands. They were presented by Henry 
J. Killilea, of Milwaukee, and in at- 
tendance at the meeting also were 
‘President P. T. Powers, of the Eastern 
League; President John D. O’Brien, of 
the American Association, and T. H, 
Murnane, J. H. O'Rourke, M. H. Sex, 
ton, B, M. Shively and Secretary J. H. 
Farrell, of the National Association. 

Before reading the paper, Mr. Killilea 
said that the wishes af the Bastern- 
American combination were not in any 
way intended to make for disorganiza- 
tlon of the present arrangement of 
baseball. After the paper had been 
read Secretary Farrell, of the National 
Association, asked that he be given un- 
til Wednesday morning to reply and 
this was granted. 

Text of Demands, 


Mr. Killilea’s paper was as follows: 
“When the American Association be- 
Came a party to the National Assovcia- 
tion of Professional! Baseball Leagues, 
is was agreed that the national board 
of arbitration consist of five members, 
three of whom should be members of 
the lkeugues Known as class ... Shortly 
afterwards, under protest, the consti- 
tution was amended, increasing 
board of arbitration to seven, the two 
additional members being immediately
